Fire drills in public schools are almost universal. But. how 


about fire drills in the home? Few families ever think of that. 
A state fire marshal gives some-simple rules to follow when a 
bad fire is discovered in the house: 


"Get 
the people out to safety."" 


"See 
that they are warmly clothed and taken to shelter im- 


mediately.1' 
. 


- "As you leave the house, shut every door and window be- 


hind you." 


. . The first of these rules speaks for itself: It means immediate 


life-saving. Neglect of the second, in the excitement of the fire, 
often results in~subsequent loss of life through exposure and 
sickness. The third is intended to prevent drafts through the 
house which would fan the flames. 


It is assumed that unless there, is not a moment to waste, 


the t?ery first step will be to call the fire department. When 


"'the danger is 'so -immediate that life-having becomes the first 


'. step, an alarm should be sent in as soon as the occupants have 


escaped from the dwelling.

.What about the gre^at number, of fires which are discov- 


ered before they have got beyond control ? In case of doubt, 


- always call the fire department instantly. 


If the blaze is a small one, common sense suggests the'im- 


mediate application of water, and if a pail or two fail to ex- 
•tinguish it, the firemen should then be summoned.

than that in second class, but iFis a variation that is intended 
-to wipe out discrepancies due to the difference in living costs 
between cities and towns.. The city postal worker cannot es- 
cape paying higher living costs than the postal worker in the 
town or village.
